Accident Near 
Amboy Kills Cow; 
Damage Is $28,000 


An estimated ?28,000 damage re- 


sulted from a spectacular acci- 
dent Sunday which involved a 
semi-trailer-tractor truck, carry 
ing 38,00 pounds of popcorn, andi 
a cow. 


The mishap occurred on Rt. 30, 


one mile east of Rt. 52, when a rear 
right tire blew on the truck driven 
by Bernard King, 23, of Frankfort, 
Ind.. a driver for the Duncan En- 
terprises Co., of Indiana, distribu- 
tors of Shell Pop Corn. 


King's truck veered out of con- 


tiol. skidded on a shoulder of the 
road, headed into a catile under- 
pass, killing a cow, and overturned 
splitting the trailer part of the 
truck in two and greatly damaging 
the tractor. The owner of the cow 
was listed as Russell Meurer, who 
farms on a rural route near Am- 
boy.

Oregon, and 
Richard Robb, Holcomb. most of 
the pop corn was still in such a 
condition that it could be saved.

Two Killed; Deny Incident 
Is New Revolution Attempt 


GUATEMALA (£T~A quarrel between Guatemalan military cadets 


and the "liberation forces" of Col. Carlos Castillo Armas, chief of the 
country's ruling junta, erupted into a battle today. Two persons were 
killed and several wounded. 


The fighting caused reports that 


the cadets and some others had 
revolted in sympathy with the de 
posed leftist government of Jaco- 
bo Arbenz. 


But later it appeared the fight 


was an intra-mural conflict be- 
tween the cadets and members of 
the Castillo Armas army, victors 
in the June-July revolution. 


Cadets Attack 


The fight started at 
•* a.m. 


(CST) near Roosevelt 
Hospital 


where forces of the Castillo Armas 
army are encamped. A cadet was 
killed, and virtually the entire 
body of cadets then attacked the 
encampment. Firing from rifles, 
machmeguns and mortars was 
heard for about two hours. 


Maj. Enrique Oliva, member of 


the Castillo Armas junta, and Col. 
Jose Ortega, chief of staff, moved 
forces into position for an attack 
on the military academy. Govern- 


ment planes were given orders to 
attack the school. 


Sporadic fighting continued in 


the vicinity of Roosevelt Hospital, 
on the outskirts of the capital, un- 
til 7:40 a.m. 


Castillo Armas, who spent the 


night at Chimaltenango, rushed to 
Guatemala City by plane to pacify 
the contending forces. 


Commanders at the capital's two 


principal regular army bases an- 
nounced that these forces were 
loyal to the government, but were 
being held in quarters. The com- 
manders asked that the liberating 
army suspend its action against 
the military school, and a cease- 
fire order was given by Oliva and 
Ortega. 
Private advices reaching New 


Tork said there had been a Com- 
munist - inspired uprising at El 
Progreso, 50 miles from Guatemala 
City.

2, Polo, owner of the 
station wagon, and Paul Hoffman, 
25, 120 N. Division St. It is be- 
lieved the men died instantly in 
the crash which happened about 
6:15 a.m. Sunday. 


An inquest into the accident will 


be held at 4:15 p.m. (CDT) Tues- 
day in Lanark. Carroll County 
Coroner E. A. Flexman will con- 
duct the investigation. 


Leaving Farm 


Dr. Flexman said the men ap- 


parently had left a farm which 
Sterenberg owns in the area and 
were returning to Polo at the time 
of the accident. He said the loco- 
motive struck the rear of the Ster- 
enberg car.

WASHINGTON <>P>—Sen. 


Knowland 
(R-Calif) 
today 


formally asked the Senate to 
send the resolution to cen- 
sure Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis), 
and all amendments to the 
resolution, to a special com- 
mittee of three Republicans 
and three Democrats. 


Knowland said Vice President 


Nixon should name the six mem- 
bers of the special committee and 
that It should report back to the 
Senate "as expeditiously as equity 
and justice will permit." 


Knowland made his motion an 


hour and a half after the third day 
of debate on the resolution by Sen. 
Flanders (R-Vt) to censure Mc- 
Carthy for conduct that tends to 
bring the Senate into disrepute. 


Th« Republican leader did not 


ask that Nixoin sit as a member of 
the special, or, as he called it, 
"select" committee. 


Pile Specific Charge* 


The pending amendments to the 


Flanders resolution include the va- 
rious specific charges which have 
been filed as bills of particulars 
by Sens. Fulbright (D-Ark) and 
Morse (Ind-Ore). 


Sen. McClellan (D-Ark), saying 


h« was not passing judgment on 
the question of censure, suggested 
creation of a special Senate com- 
mittee to draft formal charges 
against McCarthy with the aim of 
a vote before Congress, adjourns. 
This idea met with little immediate 
enthusiasm. 


"Better Procedure" 


McClellan termed it a "better 


procedure" in his view than others 
advanced so far. but said he is not 
committed to it and would go along 
"if a better one is suggested." 


McQlellan made his suggestion 


in an interview. He is the senior 
Democrat on McCarthy's Senate 
Investigations subcommittee, and 
the man to whom many Democrats 
look for quarterbacking on issues 
involving McCarthy. 


McClellan said the resolution by 


Sen.

spread to others and it is therefore 
unfortunate that the "elderly rela- 
tive" refuses to see a doctor and 
get the proper treatment for this 
annoying ailment.

SOMEONE WITH an itch must 


not jump to the conclusion that i 
s caused by scabies; there are 
many other reasons for itching and 
an accurate diagnosis is essential 


However, there are several gooc 


rreatments for scabies, but most of 
them may irritate thd skin as well 
as kill the insect so it is not wise 
to try them without direction. 


There are several preparations 


which contain sulfur, D.D.T., rote- 
none, pyrethrum, benzobenzeate, 
or other chemicals which the in- 
sects causing scabies dislike in- 
tensely.

ANSWER: Wages paid to a 
hild are reported for social se- 
urity purposes only if the child 
s age 21 or older. The law spe-

is under 21 years of age. Wages 
paid to a person under 21 years 
of age are covered by social se- 
curity «hen the persons works 
for someone other than his par- 
ent.

Am I 
supposed to i eport his payments 
for social security? 


ANSWER: Wages paid to a 


parent in employ of the child are 
not to be reported for social se- 
curity. The law specifically ex- 
cludes this type of employment 
from coverage for social security 
purposes.

Spain, still shaken and in dangei 
of another Russian incursion, was 
receiving refugees. "They trickled 
down through Spain and across th« 
Pyrenees and down to Barcelona," 
•Long said. 


Russia refused to join a commit- 


tee of 32 nations working to rescue 
refugees although many did escape 
eastward into an,d some, eventual- 
ly, out of Russia. 


"There were in Spain at thai 


time." Long said, "about 
SOkOOC 


' people who had corne across thf 
Pyrenees. There were French citi- 
zens, German refugees, all mannei 
of people." 


The idea of getting this mass of 


strangers out of Spain was that 
Spain could not keep them. He 
thought that, all told, about 60,000 
crossed the Pyrenees. 


"Spain is not a rich country." 


he said. "Spain could not afford 
to keep these people, particularly 
because of its difficulty in feeding 
its own people in time of war and 
because of the limitations imposed 
by the transportation of food sup- 
plies. So the Jewish Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee and other agencies 
were interested in sending money 


i to help them and they were suc- 


cessful. We wanted to siphon the 
people out of the country. We are 
ready to take all new refugees who 
come out of France. Spain will as- 
sist them. 


"Spain did stop. Right after the 


German occupation of unoccupied 
France so many people started 
across the border that the Spanish 
government sent its armies there 
and said 'Stop!' We said 'Do not 
stop these people! We will try to 
get them out!' 


- They said 'Ail right!' They with- 


drew their armies — they were 
there only three days •— and since 
that time the flow has' been com- 
ing."

What to Do When 
Toddler Says 'No1 


Don't be disturbed when your 


three- or four-year-old child says 
"No" to many requests you make 
of him. This period of negativism 
is not unusual in a child's develop- 
ment, says Dr. J. Richard Such- 
man, child development specialist 
of the University of Illinois. 


Much of this Tjalkiness is more 


talk than action, so you can ignore 
it. However, if he does resist you 
by word and action, you'll want to 
exert your authority as quietly as 
possible. It is your job to get him 
to do what he- should do without 
breaking his spirit of independ- 
ence. 


You can usually accomplish this 


by showing your child that you un- 
derstand"his feelings, but also ex- 
plaining that there is no choice in 
the matter. It is just as important 
to let him know when he has no 
choice as it is to encourage him to 
make a decision when one is per- 
mitted. 


The restrictions you place upon 


a child should be consistent, but 
they must also be altered as he 
becomes older. Hefnust develop a 
mind of his own and become an in- 
dependent person. And you must 
be willing to give him more and 
more freedom to decide for him- 
self.

Brownell Offers Method 
To Make Witnesses Talk 
Law Would Circumvent 
The Fifth Amendment 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


WASHINpTON <& — The witness 


who" cites the Fifth Amendment 
and clams up — one of the biggest 
stumbling blocks to Congress' in- 
vestigation • of 
communism—may 


remain a stumbling block. 


Any. Gen. Brownell offered 


solution: Pass a law to make a 
Fifth Amendment witness talk by 
promising him immunity from fed- 
eral prosecution. There is no such 
law yet. 


And 11 Congress did pass such 


a iaw _ in the short time it has 
left this year — the Supreme Court 
might throw it out as an uncon- 
stitutional device to get around the 
Constitution's Fifth Amendment. 


Congress Helpless 


For years Congress has been 


helpless" when a witness, asked 
a b o u t Communist connections, 
says: 
o^-o. 'I stand on the Fifth Amend- 
ment and refuse an answer on the 
ground it might incriminate me." 


The amendment says among 


other things that a man can't be 
forced to give testimony against 
himself. But, since there's no 
crime in just being a Communist, 
how can a witness say he might 
incriminate himself? 


He can argue that someday the 


government might want to prose- 
cute him under the Smith Act, 
passed in 1940, which makes it a 
crime, not to be a Communist, but 
to teach forcible overthrow of the 
government. 


The government 
already 
has 


tried, convicted and jailed a num- 
ber 
of Communists under the 


Smith Act and, undoubtedly, it is 
far from through bringing others 
to trial. 


Might Give Leads 


The actual words a witness used 


In answering a congressional com- 
mittee could never be used against 
him later at a trial. But his words 
might provida leads to evidence on 


which the government could try 
him as a Smith Act violator. 


Brownell suggested: 
1. A law under which the attor- 


ney general — Brownell or his suc- 
cessors — could promise a witness 
he'd never be prosecuted for any 
offense in relation to which he an- 
swered committee questions. 


Thus a Communist, once he was 


guaranteed immunity, could an- 
swer questions even to the extent 
of teaching forcible overthrow and 
never afterv*ards be prosecuted for 
violating the Smith Act. 
: 


2. The attorney general alone 


should have the right to decide 
who should, and 
shouldn't, be 


granted immunity as an induce- 
.ment to talk. Brownell's reasoning 
on that point goes like this:

the attorney general is always in 
a better position to know,' in the 
case of any individual witness, 
whether the public interest is bet- 
ter served by granting him im- 
munity from a future prosecution.

PINE RIDGE, S. D. (*— Did you 


ever hear of a hor»» being tried 
for murder? 
Jake Hannan can recall such an 


incident in his boyhood on the Pine 
Ridge Reservation here, home of 
more than 11,000 Ogiala Sioux In- 
dians. 


'TRie horse wai »entenced to die 


because he killed my brother," he 
Mid. 
Jake, who i» a member of the 


•xecutive branch of the tribal coun- 
cil, is, he says, "half Sioux and 
half wild Irish rose—pretty bad 
mixture." 


Know* Indian* 


He knows 'the philosophy and po- 


litical outlook of both the Indian 
and the White Man, and is at home 
in the culture of either- He went 
to Carlisle Indian College as a 
•third grade grammar school stu- 
dent at the age of 20, and played 
right halfback 
there for three 


years. Later he trouped around the 
country for more than 20 years as 
a wild wjst show trick rider and 
rodeo clown. Then he came back 
and settled down to ranching on 
No-Flesh Creek near Kyle, S. D. 


Tanned and leather, at 64 he still 


has the slim grace of a teenage 
cowboy. 
,In 1902, his father bought a black 
stallion from a trader. Turned 
loose on the range, it became vi- 
cioua. One day the stallion dragged 
Jake'» older brother, George, 18, 
from the saddle of another .horse 
and kicked him to death. 


Sets Dp Trial 


"My father was very angry,"

Well, under 
the old Sioux code there were four 
great recognized disasters: (1) No 
food for the tribe; (2) losing an 
oldest son; (3) the lonely night 
wailing of a baby that has lost its 
toother; (4) the return of a brave 
from a war party with the news 
that he is the only survivor. 


Rode to Death 


"The jury decided they could try 


the stallion for violating the sec- 
ond point in the code by causing 
the death of my oldest brother," 
said Jake. "They condemned him 
unanimously. Then they picked the 
Indian with the worst reputation in 
the tribe for being cruel to animals 
and ordered him to ride the stallion 
to death. 


"He rode the stallion as hard 


and often as he could for two 
months but couldn't kill him. Then 
the jury gave him to another In- 
dian who worked him until he 
could no longer move. He staked 
out the stallion, and it finally fell 
over dead."

To Your Medical Expenses

Liberalized Provisions 
Will Ease Pain in Wallet

WASHINGTON tfl — If medical 


expenses are taking more than an 
incidental bite out of your pocket- 
book, you may get some help from 
another source: An income tax cut. 


Bigger deductions for medical 


expenses are included in the giant 
tax revision bill just passed by 
Congress. It's one of many provi- 
sions designed to give tax relief 
to people with special needs or 
problems. 


Experts figure about 8'/2 million 


persons will find their tax bills re- 
duced by about 80 million dollars 
altogether because of this new al- 
lowance. 


Retroactive 


It goes into effect for medical 


expenses starting as of last Jan. 1. 
It will show up in your 1954 income 
tax return when you file next 
spring. 


Under the new law you may de- 


duct from your income, before fig- 
uring your tax, medical expenses 
above 3 per cent of your income. 
Under the old law you could deduct 
only those expenses above 5 per- 
cent of your income. * 


But there's another provision that 


may trim your benefits somewhat 
Under the old law, all outlays for 
drugs and medicines were included 
as medical expenses. Under the 
new law you can count only those 
drugs and medicines which exceed 
1 per cent of your income. 


Must Be Itemized 


And remember you don't get any 


deductions for medical expenses 
unless you itemize all your deduc- 
tions. You won't benefit if you take 
the standard deduction of 10 pei 
cent of your income, which the 
government offers gratis to most 
taxpayers. 


Because of the medical allow- 


ance and others, you may find you 
will benefit by listing your deduc- 
tions next year although in the 
past you have been taking the au- 
tomatic 10 per cent deduction. 


Another change would be an 


especially big help if you run into 
really extraordinary medical ex- 
penses. Under the old law the 
inaxiinutu Hitdical deduction was 
$1.250 per person, for yourself or 
your dependents, or up to $5,000 
for a family. The new law doubles 
the maximum deductions to $2,500 
per person and $10,000 for a fam- 
ily. That could be a tax reduction 
of a thousand dollars or more for 
a few families especially hard hit 
by medical bills—and it could re- 
lieve some families from paying 
any income tax. 


Some Example* 


Here are typical examples of 


how the change from 5 to 3 per 
cent would work: 


If your income is 55,000. you now 


ran deduct allowable medical ex- 
penses that run above $150. Under 
the old Jaw, you could deduct only 
those expenses above $250. 


If your medical costs were ac- 


tually $200, you could deduct $50 
under the new law but nothing un- 
der the old law. If your expensea 
were $250 or more, you could de- 
duct an extra $100 under the new 
law. 


At the minimum 20 per cent tax 


rate, the extra $100 deduction 
would amount to a tax cut of 930 
Your tax reduction would be great- 
er if you ar« above the minimum 
bracket, or if your medical expens- 
es were above the old maximum 
deductions. 


TrannporUtion Only 


Still another change tightens 


what you can claim as a medical 
expense. If your doctor orders you 
to travel for your health, you can 
deduct 
transportation* expenses 


only. You can't deduct—as some 
taxpayers have done — ordinary 
living expenses while traveling, or 
while you are at a health resort. 


Another change benefits survi- 


vors. Expenses of an illness re- 
sulting in death now can be de- 
ducted in the final tax return for 
the dead person, even if filed after 
death. 
Under the old law they 


could be deducted only on returns 
filed before death.

This amendment would direct the 
Jeneral Assembly to redistrict the 
State for the purpose of electing 
one Senator from each of 58 sen- 
atorial districts and' three Repre- 
sentatives from each of 59 repre- 
sentative districts. 


As concerns the Senate, area 
would be the "prime considera- 
tion" in the formation of the 58 
districts.

NEW YORK I/JV--YOU know about 


the farmer's daughter. But how 
about the salesman's wife? 


The way she reacts to her hus- 


band's irregular hours, to those 
sudden calls out of town, can lead 
to tiffs at home. Unhappy home- 
life ran put a salesman in a most 
unselling frame of mind. 


In this rompetitlve era, perhaps 


companies are underestimating the 
power of a salesman's wife. 


Wife Not Briefed 


They may train the salesman 


carefully, yet undo it by failing to 
brief the wife on the nature of his 
work, the reason for irregular 
hours, the lure of sales confer- 
ences ("They're more than just 
cocktail parties"). 


A poll of 13,513 salesmen's wives 


across the land, made over a two- 
year period by the Research Insti- 
tute of America, shows them pick- 
ing the salesman's job as the most 
frustrating. Only nine per cent of 
them would advise their sons to 
follow in their dad's footsteps. 


And for that gambit about the 


farmer's daughter, the usual com- 
ment-by the salesmen's wives is: 
"Out-dated, unfair, boring — the 
profession has been worn out with 
jokes." 


Many wives complain about long 


separations and say: "Have him 
near home at least one week a 
month." One adds: "We can't af- 
ford two cars and when he is on 
the road. I'm stranded." 


Heavy Paper Work 


Of life with the salesman 
at 


home, the wives offer this com- 
mon complaint: "The crush of 
paper work at night takes time 
that should be spent with his fam- 
ily." 
A third of the wives ask for bet- 


ter cooperation and understanding 
of their husband's work by his em- 
ployers. 


The wives rate their husbands' 


job in comparison with other kinds 
of work this way: The greatest 
number choose engineering work 
as providing the most security — 
and newspaper reporting as the 
most interesting. But they gave it 
a security rating of exactly zero. 


They credit salesmanship with 


paying the most money and giving 
the highest rewards in accordance 
with ability and efforts.
